THE BOMB 
Sirs: 

In your excellent editorial of Oct. 29 
you referred to a statement of mine 
relative to seereey on the atomic bomb, 
With your indulgence 1 should like to 
give a more complete statement of my 
position, 

‘Many phases of the Manhattan Dis- 
trict project are well known by the 
British and Canadian scientists and by 
Prof. Niels Bohr of Denmark. These 
secrets are therefore already known by 
men outside of the control of the laws 
of the U.S, The secrets of the bomb are 
not very important, What is important 
{s the ultimate prevention of the manu- 
facture of bombs by anyone. In view of 
this I am not particularly interested in 
teaching" anyone how to make them. 
1 would not pass on such secrets as we 
now have except in exchange for some 
adequate method of international con- 
trol which would assure all nations that 
these bombs will not be made. Back of 
the proposals to “keep the secret" lies a 
policy of an atomic bomb armament 
race. Such a policy is very important 
indeed, and the people of the U.S 
should decide whether this is the policy 
that they desire, If adequate control 
can be secured, complete freedom of 
discussion is necessary in order to avoid 
suspicion between nations. 

Just a word on the proposal of a 
Hippocratic oath for scientists, Ifa doc- 
tor violates his oath relative to his pro- 
fessional relations with his patients, it 
in no way destroys the good that is 
being done by other doctors who do 
practice in accordance with this oath. 
‘An oath pledging selentists not to make 
atomic bombs, however, would serve no 
good purpose, for bombs would still be 
made by those who did not agree not to 
make them: in fact, such an oath would 
only strengthen an aggressor nation,

Young Negro hoy is a boogie-woogie prodigy

(He Green, master of ceremonies of an amateur boogie-woogie con- 
test in Detroit's Michigan Theater, nodded wearily to a bright- 
eyed, pint-sized Negro boy sitting patiently in the corner of the thea- 
ter’s audition room. Green, who had already listened to 150 other 
prospective contestants, aged 12 to 18, barked grufily, “Okay, go 
ahead and play, bue make it snappy.”” 

With a broad grin which revealed several baby teeth missing, 
“Sugar Chile’’ Robinson hopped to the piano and scrambled up on 
the bench with his chin just protruding over the keys. He struck a 
chord, then squirmed down from the bench and pushed it disdain- 
fully away from him. Standing at the keyboard, Sugar Chile began 
to tap with his right foot on the hardwood floor. Suddenly he struck 
another chord and went swinging right into the hot boogie-woogie 
heat of Caldonia, rattling off a chorus in perfect rhythm. He threw 
back his head and interpolated a hot lick in his staccato soprano, 
*Caldonia—What makes your big head so hard?" From Caldonia 
Sugar Chile branched out into a new and unfamiliar theme, some- 
times pounding the black keys with his small, hard-clenched fist, 
sometimes with his elbow. 

“ What were you playing?"” Green asked when Sugar Chile finished. 

“Dac's mah own arrangement,” said Sugar Chile proudly. “One 
ah writ mahself.”” 

Sugar Chile Robinson's father, a Detroit truck driver, says his tal- 
ented son is only just going on 7, His schoolteachers think Sugar 
Chile is x0. In either case, he was too young to enter Green's amateur 
contest. Instead he won himself a spot on the Michigan Theater's 
regular program as" the world’s youngest boogic-woogie player.” 
During his week's performance Sugar Chile brought dowa the house. 
Now he has a contract with Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer to perform in 
Van Johnson's new picture, No Leave, No Love. 

Sugar Chile, who was christened Frank, weighs only 40 pounds. 
There are six other children in the Robinson family but none of 
them knows how to play a musical instrument. As a matter of fact, 
none of them stands a chance of getting near a piano when Frankie 
is around. Mrs. Elizabeth Robinson, the child’s mother, who died 
two years ago, did“ chord a little,"” says Frankie's father Clarence.

“Sugar Chile was just able to walk when he started thumpin’ the 
piano,” Clarence Robinson says. ’ When he was about 2 a friend of 
mine came over one cvenin'. We was just sittin’ around an’ he says 
to Sugar Chile, ‘Here's a nickel, go play me a piece on the piano.’ We 
figured Sugar Chile would just slide his hands along the keys and 
then run for that money. Doggone if that kid didn’t chump out 
Tuxedo Junction. Why, we just stood there with our mouths open and 
then we remembered seein’ the boy sit by the radio every time a band 
played thar number. That's what he’s been doin’ ever since. He sits 
and listens to the radio. Then he goes right to the piano and plays 
just like “em,” 

Teachers at the school which Frankie attends agree with Clarence 
Robinson that he has a musical prodigy on his hands, Last Decem- 
ber a music teacher was instructing Frankic’s class in carol singing. 
She had played over a new carol just once when she was called to the 
telephone, When she returned to her class, she found Sugar Chile 
playing the piece on the piano and the rest of the class humming 
the tune with him. 

The child prodigy's hands are so small he cannot yet reach an 
octave. His hot-lick bass is played generally with one finger, any 
finger or, if tired, with a knuckle aimed pointedly at the desired key. 
With his right hand Frankie beats out thrce-note chords, mostly 
thirds, fifths and sevenchs and mostly on the black keys. 

Sugar Chile has been playing at home for the Robinsons and their 
friends for the past five years, for his schoolmates for nearly three 
and during the last ewo years has appeared at Negro churches to per- 
form at social functions and during church services. 

“T plays anywhere they asks," says Frankie. “I played at lot? of 
churches, sometimes for regular mectin’s, sometimes for fun gather- 
in's and sometimes for the choir. I played at one church for the 
service and when it came mah turn to get the grape juice and crackers 
they wouldn't let me have none, so I joined me another church 
where I gets mah grape juice and crackers.”” 

Before leaving Detroit for Hollywood, Frankie and his family 
lived in the downstairs flat of an unpainted, rickety building in 
Detroit's Negro colony. The small Robinson living room contained 
a piano a few feet from the front door which Sugar Chile thumped 
affectionately on cach exit and entrance. On the front porch, exposed 
to the weather, were two old upright pianos minus much of the 
ivory and with many dead keys. On these Frankie entertained the 
neighbors at impromptu jam sessions. 

On the day before he left for Hollywood, Frankie made his final 
appearance before his neighbors in the presence of local photog- 
raphers. His father suggested that he play Tuxedo Junction. He did— 
with fingers, knuckles, fists and elbows, The audience applauded 
him and flash bulbs started popping. For the first time obliging 
Sugar Chile began to show a little tempergment. “Come on, let's 
get this over with,” he said, "Ah gotta play hide-and-seek."

CHINA: WHAT PRICE PEACE: 


IF WE MEAN WHAT WE SAY ABOUT INTERNATIONALISM, WE WILL STICK BY OUR WARTIME Fenns NOW 


t Tsingtao, at Tientsin and at other points on 

the coast of China, there are today some 53,000 
US. Ma There are worse places to be than 
these cities, as the Marines well know. If the Jap 
surrender had not intervened, they and a million 
more American boys might have been storming 
a bitterly coast. of Japan this very 
month instead of holding ports and guarding 
railroads in China, Of the armed might which 
the U.S. had marshaled in Asia, these Marines 
are a mere fraction, left behind to cement the 
victory and to clean up the wreck-strewn wake 
of war. 

And now the cry goes up that this handful has 
no business there. Mass meetings are held, and 

papers editorially demand that we quit 
China. And their families ery, “Why aren’t our 
boys back home?” 

Well, why? That the question should be asked 

at all and that it is so feebly answered by our 
government are measures of America’s incapac- 
y for leadership in world affairs. Yet it needs a 
straight and carcful answer if that leadership 
ever to be assumed. 
A year ago the American people, formally and 
repeatedly, through Congress and in publie-opin- 
ion polls, solemnly assured cach other that they 
had forsworn isolationism for good. We signed the 
United Nations Charter as a pledge of our inten- 
tion to stick by our allies in “winning the peace. 
But peace has not yet been won. China, it so hap- 
pens, is the first of our wartime allies to chal- 
lenge our antivisolationist resolutions with a sharp 
and difficult test. If Americans mean anything 
at all by “international cooperation " we wi 
demonstrate it by cooperating with China. If we 
mean anything by “understanding” other coun- 
tries, we will show it by trying to understand 
China. If we mean anything by the “interdepen- 
dence” of nations, we will recognize the interde- 
pendence between China’s fate and our own, 

Unfortunately, there is a difficulty about China 
which clouds the attitude even of those Ameri- 
cans who are willing to mect this test. The dit 
culty is not a conflict of interest between China 
and America, for there is no such conflict. It i: 
difficulty within China itself. China, it hi 
heen off and on for 30 years, is having eivil wa 
‘This habit of civil war has caused many Ame 
cans to doubt whether China, far from being one 
of the great powers, is even a nation at all in the 
accepted sense. If it is not a nation, how ean we 
do business with it as a partner in the new inter- 
dependent world? Or is there now & going con- 
cern called China with which, as one nation to 
another, America can and should deal? 

‘To answer that question no special pleading is 
necessary. A review of some rather clementary 
facts about China, too long obscured by blood- 
spattered headlines, will suffi 


China Today 


‘The first elementary fact about China is that 
it is a large and definite place on the map, a place 
with a legal status in the family of nations, a 
well-recorded name (the Republic of China) and 
no boundary disputes with any of its neighbors. 
Until recently there were some unsettled ques- 
tions between China and Russia over boundaries, 
but these were all settled by the Soong-Stalin 
treaty of August 1945. China no longer includes 
Outer Mongolia, but it does include Sinkiang, 
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Formosa and Manchuria. All the nations of the 
earth recognize this.

But while the prewar concessions were can- 
celed, some new ones were established just hefore 
V-J Day.

So, except for a few tiny dots on the map, the 
geographical boundaries of the Republic of China 
are established over more than 3,000,000 square 
miles—about the e urea as the U.S. 
So much for the land; now the people. Along 
the mountains of central there are a few mil- 
lion tribesmen who are not strictly Chinese. But 
there are more than 400,000,000 people in China 
who are strictly Chinese and they are much more 
homogeneous than, for example, the people of the 
U.S. Popular misinformation about the Chinese 
includes the idea that they speak many entirely 
differ erent dialects. This idea is far more wrong 
than right. At least $00,000,000 Chinese speak 
language whieh vari ore than t 
of Vermont and Alabi 

Culturally the Chi ure united to a rare 
degree. Half a dozen religi © represented. 
Christianity is particularly strong among the edu- 
cated leaders of new China. The average Chinese 
is Confucianist, but Confucianism is an ethical 
view of life which has no quarrel with formal 
creeds. Thus many Confuciani © no incon- 
sistency in observing Buddhist and Taoist rit- 
uals while worshipping their ancestors and fol- 
lowing Christian customs at the same time. Until 
the war, “modernism” divided the Chinese more 
than any other cultural factor. The people of the 
eastern seaboard had been more affected by mod- 
ern or Western ideas than the people of the inte- 
rior. But the war drove millions of Chinese back 
from the coast, and this speeded up the interior’s 
exposure to “modernization.” 

The Chinese are an intelligent, industrious and 
purposeful people. Yet their standard of living 
remains, by American standards, incredibly low 
‘Three hundred years ago the average Chines 
probably lived better than the average European 
but in the last 100 years the Chinese standard of 
ving has not changed much, while the Western 
standard has advanced with tremendous speed,

The Chinese Government 


Awwell-defined land, a well-defined people, China 
is also a nation with a well-defined government. 
The government of the Republic of China is 
headed by Chiang Kai-shek, and his government 
is recognized as the legal government by every 
nation in the world, This government has suc- 
cessfully met two great tests in peace and war. 
In the eight years 1929-37, China, largely though 
not wholly under this government, made notable 
progress. In the eight years 1937-45, this govern- 
ment withstood all attempts of Japan to over- 
throw it. Most Americans grossly underestimate 
the significance in China of this simple fact: that 
the legal government of China maintained itself 
on Chinese soil (not in exile) as the only govern- 
ment over at least half the land of China, and held 
the allegiance of the great majority of Chinese 
in the other half. The government maintained it- 
self and kept most of its functions going. It col- 
lected taxes, it supported armies, it maintained 
its dipl ntatives in every friendly 
country; it also maintained schools and hospitals, 
post office and telegraph and it gave such relict 
as it could to the needy. All this was done on a 
necessarily inadequate seale but all the functions 
of government were performed. 

Chiang Kai-shek’s government has often been 
justly criticized as a dictatorship. A graver fault 
is that it has hitherto lacked the strength and 
ability to control things in China enough. Hence, 
inflation; hence, also, the abuse of conscription 
and other scandals. The corruption in Ching’s 
government, so readily publicized by the casual 
or hostile press of other countries, is the cause of 
shame to tens of thousands of sensitive Chinese, 
At the same time the Chinese are proud that their 
government, however scarred and tarnished, 
stood through the storms. Of this the symbol is 
Chungking, the city built on a rock. Today the 
moving to the older capital of 
nking. Chungking’s heroie moment in history 
er. It is and always was an unlovely city. 
patriot now wants to put Chung- 
king forever behind him; but he also wants to 
have it remembered for a thousand years. 

The executive branch of the Chinese govern- 
ment is headed by T. V. Soong, famous as the 
most “modern-minded” man in Chinese public 
affairs. His cabinet, man for man, is probably as 
able and as “liberal” as Truman's cabinet. The 
governmental difficulty in China begins a little 
way down the line where the number of modern- 
trained men becomes very thin. The Chinese are 
well aware of this and there is nothing they want 
more than American assistance in 1) training 
more personnel and 2) helping to administer 
some of the less political jobs meanwhile. 

But there is one special fact about Chin: 
government which is wholly foreign to American 
tradition and which Americans either do not 
nderstand at all or are continually forgetting. It 
is a government operating under a special plan 
laid down by Sun Yat-sen, the founder of the 
Chinese Republic. His plan called for a period of 
“tutelage” while the Chinese people should be 


prepared for full democracy. This plan made 
sense in China because when the Republic was 
founded not 2% of the Chinese could read. Dur- 
ing the period of tutelage the government, ac- 
cording to Sun Yat-sen’s plan, was to be in the 
hands of one party, that party being the Kuomii 
tang, founded by Sun Yat-sen. The trouble with 
this kind of scheme is that the party given the 
monopoly of government, for however good rea- 
son, never wants to relinquish it. The current ar- 
gument in China about more or less democracy 
comes down to one point: when will the Kuomin- 
tang declare that the period of tutelage, and 
hence its monopoly, is ended? 
‘That question has been an- 
swered by Chiang Kai-shek 
and the other leaders of the 
Kuomintang: as soon as a con- 
stitutional convention can be 
held. It would have been held 
this very month if civil strife 
had not intervened. The con- 
vention will adopt the con 
stitution which will govern 
China in the post-tutelage pe- 
riod. This constitution, it is 
promised by Chiang and the 
Kuomintang, will contain a full 
guarantee in Chinese terms of 
civil liberties and of other par- 
ties’ political rights. 

As in most countries, includ- 
ing the U.S. one of China’s 
minority parties is the Com- 
munist Party, But the Chinese 
Communists differ from other 
countries’ Communists in an 
important respect: instead of 
just preaching and politicking, 
they shoot and they control. 
‘They control the rural sections 
area in North China con- 
taining about 80,000,000 peo- 
ple. And although they nomi- 
nally acknowledge the political 
authority of Chiang Kai-shek, 
just as William Z. Foster ac- 
cepts the authority of Truman, in practice they 
refuse the Central Government access to their 
part of the ecuntry by force of arms. They have 
also instituted land and social reforms which make 
their regime seem more progressive than the rest 
of China’s, at least to visiting journalists fresh 
from the fetid atmosphere of wartime Chungking. 
But why the Communists feel obliged to pro- 
tect these reforms with artillery has never been 
well explained. 

‘The Communists are not the legal government 
of any part of China, and no nation recognizes 
them as such. Nor are they in any formal sense 
Russia’s representatives in China; Russia has a 
Chungking Embassy of Russians, like any other 
great power. When Stalin signed his treaty with 
‘T. V. Soong, he forswore any intention to recog- 
nize or support the Chinese Communists. In 
fact, Stalin flatly promised “moral” as well as 
military support to Chiang’s government. The 
Communists are therefore an internal problem 
for the legal government of China to handle as 
best it can. 


Civil War 


Today government troops and Communist 
troops are killing each other, and U.S. Marines, 
however hard they try to keep out of the way, 
are being accused by Communists of fighting on 
the government side. How did that happen? 
When Japan surrendered to the Supreme Com- 
manderforthe Allied Forces, Douglas MacArthur, 
the imnmediate problem facing Chiang Kai-shek 
was to establish the authority of his government

forces. The Japs, docile in defeat, have obeyed 
this command, Chiang also asked his ally, the 
USS., to let its troops assist him in carrying out 
the surrender terms.

But Chiang has a further problem: to restore 
an economy disrupted by eight years of war. 
This problem is intimately part of his need to 
establish his authority. Thus Shanghai desper- 
ately needs coal to keep its utilities and start its 
textile factories running. Coal for Shanghai comes 
from the north. The U.S. has allocated ten Lib- 
erty ships to move this coal. But the railroad, 
also necessary to move the coal, runs through 
Communist territory; and the Communists have 
eo blocking and destroying the railroad. If 
. aid to China’s recove to be effective, 
. Marines have a clear right and duty to 

guard this railroad against marauders, whether 
Communists or private bandits. That, at Chiang’s 
request, they have also done. So far our so-called 
intervention in China’s affairs has gone no fur- 
ther. 

‘The Communists are greatly outnumbered by 
government troops. There is no military Com- 
munism in South or West China, or in the Yang- 
tze Valley. The fighting is pretty well localized 
above the Yellow River and along the Great Wall. 
When Chiang establishes his authority there, he 
will have completed the political unification of 
China (except for Manchuria, where, owing to

Russia's special interests, the situation may be 
long confused). 

For that unification Chiang, who needs peace 
above all things, is paying the price of civil war. 
Yet this civil war—strange as it may seem to 
Americans—is a part of, not separate from, the 
amicable political negotiations also going on be- 
tween Chiang and the Communist leaders in 
Chungking. Just as strikes and lockouts, or the 
threats thereof, are part of collective bargain- 
ing, so limited warfare is a branch of political 
bargaining in China today. By tearing up rail- 
roads and postponing China's recovery, the Com- 
munists can improve their bar- 
gaining position vis-a-vis the 
Kuomintang—up to a point. 
‘The point on which Chiang will 
not yield is the point of unity: 
the unity and independence of 
all China. His whole career, his 
whole place in history, is tied 
up with that. 


U.S. Policy 


“The unity and indepen- 
dence of China” should be a 
familiar phrase to Americans. 
For that has been a cardinal 
point of U.S. foreign policy— 
as cardinal as the Monroe Doc- 
trine—for at least 50 years. 
Japan, just before Pearl Har- 
bor, asked us to abandon this 
policy. Our refusal to do so was 
a direct cause of the war. Dur- 
ing the war, at Cairo, Roose- 
velt and Chiang Kai-shek made 
this ancient policy a specific 
war aim, 

We beat Japan; but the ob- 
jective of our policy—a free 
and united China—has not yet 
been achieved. Until it is, our 
victory over Japan is a neg- 
ative and bootless victory in- 
deed. This may not be a very 
comforting thought to the bored and homesick 
Marines at Tsingtao and Tientsin. But a great 
power that does not intend to go isolationist can- 
not afford to abandon a cardinal policy out of 
postwar boredom or whim. 

In the confusing aftermath of war, the safest 
thing for us to do is to rededicate our wartime 
alliance with China and its government. Under 
Chiang Kai-shek, China is closer to sovereign 
unity today than ever in modern times. There 
will be no lasting peace in Asia, and therefore 
none for America either, until the achievement of 
that unity gives the Chinese people their chance 
for progress in the modern world. 

So far, U.S. policy in Asia has been correct and 
consistent. It has erred, if at all, on the side of 
oversensitivity to the cry, “Bring our boys 
home!” This cry is partly heartfelt and partly 
Communist propaganda. In either case, you can’t 
build a foreign policy on slogans like that. 

Never was there a time or place when a calm 
and courageous American public opinion could 
do more to insure peace in the future. The divi- 
sions in this opinion should be healed at once. 
There will be time enough to sympathize with 
Chinese Communists after they become a legiti- 
mate political party and start acting as such. 
There will be time enough to accommodate our 
Chinese policy to Russia’s when Russia's Chinese 
poliey—if it ever does—becomes different from 
ours. Now is the time to support the legitimate 
government of China with all our heart and soul. 
We need regret nothing if we stick by our friends 
in Asia, the best friends now and the greatest 
friends-to-be a nation ever had.

Nowadays I throw my age around blatantly—much to the annoy- 
ance of my friends. I got over that inhibition working for the Red 
Cross in London. It suddenly dawned on me, ‘Why, these boys are 
only 19 or 20. These are the sons of my generation.’ 

“Then one day a soldier came up to me and said he was from 
Omaha, my home town. ‘I've often heard my family speak of you,’ 
he said. ‘Oh, yes?" I said, ‘your mother?’ ‘No,’ he said, ‘My grand- 
mother!" I Jet out a whoop. Nobody's older than me, I guess.”” 

Owing to her advanced years, Lady Charles has been limiting her- 
self to three parties a week since her arrival in the U.S. “'I get tired if 
try to go out more often,” she sighed.

Lord Charles was a courtesy title and I'm supposed to 
be called Lady Charles. But you just can’t make people say thar.” 

Adele and her husband firse met in London in 1927. Two years 
later he came to America to work for J. P. Morgan & Co. and courted 
Adele, who was then the most popular young star in New York 
Debonair, cultivated, charming, the Astaires had been lionized by 
society on both sides of the Atlantic. At the time Lord Charles asked 
Adele to marty him, she was playing in a dullish Ziegfeld production 
called Smiles, She asked him to wait. “I had to have one more show,” 
she explained. ‘*I couldn't retire on a flop. If The Band Wagon hadn't 
been a hit, maybe I wouldn't have been married yet."” 

As a wedding present Adele's father-in-law, the duke, gave them 
Lismore Castle, a vast edifice buile by King John in 1185 on the 
Blackwater River near the South Irish Coast. By the end of the 17th 
Century it had become the family seat of the Earl of Cork, whose 
ghter married a Cavendish. ‘All the Devonshires married heir- 
esses," Adele observed, “I was the only one who didn't bring them 
anything. All I did was put in a few bathrooms.”” 

Prior to the war Adele and her husband lived a bucolic existence, 
punctuated by one trip to the U.S. in 1935. Thereafter the increasing 
illness of Lord Charles kept them home most of the time. They had 
three children, all of whom died in infancy. When war broke out 
Adele initiated a farming project at Lismore. Later she came to the 
Red Cross’s famed Rainbow Corner canteen in London, serving there 
seven days a week throughout the buzz-bomb blitz and until the war 
ended and taking time off only for recurrent visits to her invalid hus- 
band, who died in March 1944. She helped at the information desk, 
danced with Gls and sometimes went shopping for them. But her 
main service at Rainbow Corner was as an amanuensis.

REFLECTORS ARE USED TO SEND THEM 


Meo: have one serious drawback in long-range radio transmission: 
they are not reflected from the ionosphere, a layer of electrically 
charged gas atoms in the upper air. Longer radio waves, which are reflected 
from the ionosphere, are in effect broadcast a second time from high above 
the earth (see diagram below). This makes it possible for them to be received 
beyond the horizon. Since microwaves cannot be reflected from the iono- 
sphere, their energy is not wasted by sending them in all directions. Instead 
it is concentrated by reflectors like the one shown at the top of this page. 


Long rathio Waves are reflected from ionosphere (dark area at top). Waves radinted 


directly from the antenna, indicated by white concentric lines, cannot be received 
much below the horizon, Reflected waves, shown by dark lines, travel far beyond it. 


Microwaves, which pass right through the ionosphere without reflection, cannot be 
received beyond the horizon. They are also cut off by high topographical features. 
One way of extending their range farther is to rebroadcast them from relay towers.

Services waged a successful secret war behind enemy lines and have 


demonstrated the need for a coordinated intelligence office for the U.S.

piling ashore on the Moroccan and Algerian beaches, the quality of the 

U.S. commercial agents in North Africa underwent a sca change that 
might have perplexed even such a connoisseur of pixies as Barnaby's fairy 
godfather. If you had gone to one of the new agents on a business matter 
about the distribution of food from the U. S., you might have got satisfac- 
tion, Bur if you had probed hard on any special business angle you might 
have discovered that the agent knew considerably less about commercial 
matters than about the customs of Saudi Arabia or the significance of the 
brachycephalic head. If, by chance, you happened to have been well- 
acquainted in U.S, academic circles, you might have been startled to see 
peering from behind the pepper-and-salt habiliments of the businessman 
the visage of Carleton Coon, a well-known Harvard anthropologist. And 
the man who limped, the tall, thin, determined fellow who spoke Arabic 
—wasit possible that he was Marine Colonel " Bill” Eddy, the mission- 
ary's son and World War I vercran who had become president of little 
Hobart College back home in upstate New York? 

In Washington, where the intelligence-gathcring Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices was even then a-borning under the deft obstetrical couches of Major 
General William J. (Wild Bill’) Donovan, a few people who were in on 
the secret of Colonel Eddy’s commercial agents spoke cryptically of our 
““12 apostles" in North Africa. And, indeed, the 12 apostles were the mis- 
sionarics of a savior, When the savior, in the collective person of Eisen- 
hower's atmies, eventually landed in North Africa in November of 1942, 
signal lights guided him 
ashore, guns of Vichy shore 
installations were spiked, the 
state of harbor facilities and 
German troop dispositions 
was well known and the 
French officers were in many 
instances quite ready and 
willing to “sell the pass" to 
the invaders. Colonel Eddy 
and his agents, working for 
Donovan on a loose rein that 
permitted full cooperation 
with Robert Murphy and the 
U.S. State Department, had 
done the job. 

Te was a job for which lictle 
public credit could be given or 
taken at the time, Unable to 
remove its light from beneath 
the bushel, the Office of Strate- 
gic Services suffered through- 
out the war from the jibes of 
columnists who chattered 
about OSS standing for “Oh 
SoSocial,’’** Oh Shush Shush"* 
and **Oh So Secret." But now 
that the war is over, it is pos- 
sible to look into OSS's activi- 
tiesand assessits worth. On the 
whole the record is impres- 
sive. OSS contributed measur- 
ably toward victory and in 
some instances—as in the 
wangling of German surrender 
in North Italy—it was a de- 
cisive factor. The very fact of 
OSS successes raises important 
questions. Why did we have

to call on amateurs from scratch to do OSS's job? And what kind of security 
policy should we now adopt to keep from being caught next time? 

Before 1941 the U.S. had no intelligence service worthy of the name, 
nothing comparable to the 4oo-year-old British service that currently oper- 
ates on a free mandate and with unvouchered funds under the Foreign Office, 
and nothing the equal of the German ABWEHR, whose mysterious Greek 
head, Admiral Canaris, reported directly to the German General Staff. Nor, 
on the secret operations side, did we have anything remotely resembling 
that natural complement to the ABWEHR, the Nazi fifth column, which 
softened up the European democracies as scurvy softens up the teeth of an 
arctic explorer. If you wanted a Michelin road map of the Vosges or Haute 
Savoie in the Washington of early 1941, it was a hundred to one that you 
could nor find one. Nor could you successfully apply to any government 
agency for the gauge of an Algerian railroad track, the kilowatt-hour sup- 
ply of che Japanese power grid, the number of wharfside cranes in Casa- 
blanca, the quality of drinking water in Tunis, the tilt of the beaches off 
Kyushu or the texture of the Iwo Jima soil. Our friends in Germany and 
Japan and adjacent territory were cither dead or in jail or unknown to us. 
"The barbed wire was up everywhere, and the few listening posts that we did 
have—at Vichy, at General Weygand’s North African Headquarters—were 
in perpetual danger of sabotage by the well-meaning but essentially stupid 
remonstrances of the more emotional Left press. Even the facts of prime im- 
portance that we did possess remained uncoordinated, unevaluated, unin- 
terpreted and generally in the wrong hands, There was no one in Washing- 

ton charged with putting the 
jigsaw pieces together to see 
what pictures would develop 
or what pieces of the puzzle 
were missing, The reason was 
simply that the government— 
and country—was not secur 
ity-minded, perhaps a corol- 
lary of life in a free-wheeling, 
ocean-girded, peace-loving de- 
mocracy. At any rate, while 
there were intelligence organ- 
izations in Army, Navy, 
State Department and FBI, 
there was no broadly organ- 
ized intelligence. 

That was in carly 1941. By 
1945, during the span of time 
it ordinarily takes a young 
man to go through college, 
OSS had beaten Hushofer’s 
Nazi geopolitikers and Ad- 
miral Canaris’ secret opera- 
tives at their own game, and 
the work done by OSS in for- 
cign lands to counter the fifth 
column had helped prepare 
tife liberation of a world. Al- 
though OS's freshman cx- 
ploits were frequently in a 
highly romantic vein that 
came to little or nothing, by 
senior year the processes of 
learning had begun to pay off 
in quantity: in 1945, for cx- 
ample, in the China theater 
9,000 Japanese died as a direct 
result of OSS spy work and 
behind-the-lines killing.

Licut. Colonel Ilya Tolstoy's visit to "Shangri-La" in 1942 and 
1943 is the type study of OSS freshman exploit. When the great Ger- 
man pincers, with one arm clamped on the Volga and the other press- 
ing at El Alamein, threatened to snap shut somewhere east of Suez, 
the joint high command in Washington began worrying about a last 
ditch defense of middle Asia. With the Japanese and the Germans 
threatening to meet in India, even the Dalai Lama, the high priest of 
Tibet, had become an important pawn in the game of conquest. In 
Ilya Tolstoy, the grandson of the Russian novelist, OSS had an ad- 
venturous character who was willing to dare the fastnesses of Tibet 
and the portals of the Forbidden City of Lhasa. With Licut. Brooke 
Dolan, Tolstoy set out from India, carrying with him presents to the 
Dalai Lama from Franklin D, Roosevelt, The two men crossed the 
mountains, traveled through places that had never before echoed to 
the foot of a white man, bluffed their way past surly and uncom- 
prehending tribesmen and finally reached the Forbidden City. Tact- 
fully the two explained themselves; they had come secking goodwill, 
they wished to convey the personal greetings of the head of a coun- 
try far across the mountains and the sea—a country, parenthetically, 
that had no designs on anything that was sacred to the Dalai Lama. 
But just in case the Japanese hoped to knock China out of the war by 
cutting the line from eastern India to Chungking, they wished to 
judge the feasibility of a new supply road to China through Tibet. 
From Lhasa, Tolstoy and his companion went on toward Chung- 
king, climbing the goat-track passes, plodding on through the des- 
erts, Whenever they noticed a good site for an airfield, they jotted it 
down, Eventually they reached Chungking, where they learned that 
the threat to Suez and India had already been turned back at Stalin- 
grad andEl Alamein, Theirexpedition had been militarily superfluous. 


In the Burmese jungle 


The final OSS work in behalf of China was far from superfluous.In 
the autumn of 1942, when Tolstoy was setting out for Tibet, 20 OSS 
men, led by Colonel Carl Eifler, jumped from a plane into the north 
Burmese jungle, secking contact with the naked, monkey-cating 
tribe of the Kachins. Eifler had it on the word of a missionary, Father 
James Stuart, that 250,000 Kachins were ready to fight the Japanese, 
whom they hated far more than they had ever hated the British. 
Eifler’s work in organizing the Kachins was OSS's bow in the China- 
Burma-India theater; it paid off in the successful consummation of 
the campaign that brought General Merrill and his Marauders to 
the key airport of Myitkyina in 1944. The OSS-led Kachins ac- 
counted for 5,447 Japanese in the guerrilla warfare that took the 
pressure off the Assam-Chungking supply route. And while the 
Kachins were sniping and spying and tipping off the air force to casy 
Jap targets, OSS men were busy organizing the intelligence and spe- 
‘cial operations groups that Wedemeyer was to depend upon so 
heavily in China itself. 

In Europe OSS tcams played a pondcrable part in preparing am- 
bushes for the Germans. But in China a handful of OSS men did the 
work of a small army. In July‘of 1944, OSS Private X was ranging the 
contested country to the west of Changsha where Japanese units 
were maneuvering to expel the Chinese from the rice bowl and to 
cat the north-south railroad to Canton. Near the cown of Yiyang, 
Private X peered out from his hiding place to see the advance units of 
a Japanese cavalry patrol moving toward a river. For minutes the 
Japanese rode on; Private X estimated there must be 10,000 of them.

OS8 grew out of the character of ruddy-cheeked, soft-spoken Wild 
Bill Donovan, whose whole life prior to 1941 was an unconscious 
preparation for the job of World War II U.S. spymaster. Donovan 
proved his strategic brains when he quarterbacked a good Columbia 
football team; he proved his fantastic courage in the course of a vol- 
unter career in World War I that won him the DSM, the DSC and IN CANADA I's 2INT 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. In France he became a close friend 
of Colonel Ned Buxton, a newspaperman from Providence, R. I. 


Buxton had a passion R E FRESH 
for studying the wiles of Hannibal, the Carthaginian general whose 


Gz produced the intelligence that lured the Romans to destruction TIRED EYES 
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IN SMALL BOATS lannched from submarines and PT boats, OSS men landed on 
hostile shores, usually to meet underground (abore). But sometimes they were captured. 
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in the“ perfect” battle of Cannac, and he lost no time in communi- 
cating his ardor to Donovan. After World War I, Donovan, with 
Buxton to whisper in his ear, kept a geopolitician’s idea of the globe 
suspended in the back of his mind, rising superior to the traditional 
rebel Irish view that world strategy is a racket practiced by and for 
the benefit of the British Empire. When the Reds and Whites were 
tangling in Russia, Donovan went all the way to Siberia to watch 
Admiral Kolchak’s rear-guard action against the Soviets; then he 
came home to become an antitrust prosecutor for the Department of 
Justice and to make an unsuccessful bid for the New York governor- 
ship. His legal work taught hini how to employ academic experts 
and gumshoe.artists, stool pigcons and idealists. Meanwhile he in- 
dulged a personal hobby of reading about colonial guerrilla warfare 
and the use of Pawnee spies by whites in the wars against the Sioux. 

The minute the Japanese attacked in Manchuria in 1931, Donovan 
knew that his job was to scout the globe as an unofficial spy for his 
country. With Buxton at his elbow he cooked up a way to bait Mus- 
solini into sending him to Badoglio’s head 
“Your excellency,”” said Donovan to Mussolini in Rome, "if your 
troops are no better than they were in the last war, then this Ethio- 
pian war is only a small colonial affair. But if you've created a new 
sixth or tenth legion, then the balance of the world may be changed.” 
Mussolini, falling for the ruse, bridled and said, “You'll sce; I'll 
send you there.” From Ethiopia, Donovan went on to watch the 
“laboratory” war in Spain; after Dunkirk he made an on-the-spot 
investigation of the staying power of Britain before moving on to 
Belgrade and the menaced Balkans. 

During his English mission he made a detailed study of British 
secret intelligence and the “special services” that had to be devel- 
oped to keep the flame of resistance alive in German Europe. When 
he brought the story of British intelligence and secret operative work 
home to Washington, President Roosevelt made Donovan Coordi- 
nator of Information and told him to go to work on the job of pull- 
ing together and supplementing the facts turned up by the routine 
government intelligence agencies. A year or so later, in June of 1942, 
the office of the COI became OSS, an organization that was responsi- 
ble nor to any single governmental department but to the all-embrac- 
ing body of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. e 


OSS a catchall 


Functionally speaking, OSS was a catchall organization which, 
like John L. Lewis’ famous District 50 of the United Mine Workers, 
grew in unforeseen directions to mect unpredictable emergencies. 
Before it finished it was doing sabotage, organizing undergrounds 
and doing hazardous spying from Brittany to Korea. But when it be- 
gan its work in 1941 it consisted largely of the so-called "100 pro- 
fessors"’—a group of middle-aged specialists in anthropology, eco- 
nomics and a dozen other fields, plus a few young instructors who 
had had Ph.D. training in applying the seatof the pants to the seat of 
the chair in libraries. The 100 professors became the backbone of a 
fact-grubbing research and analysis department which proved that 
libraries and microfilmed German magazines could reveal more 
relevant facts than a whole platoon of Mata Haris. 

Donovan picked his administrators for OSS from among his own 
personal acquaintances in civil life: Buxton naturally became his 
chief assistant, with able support coming from *Oley”’ Doering and 
Ned Purzell, who left the Donovan law firm in New York to follow 
their chief to Washington. Although the old-line Washington 
bureaucrats resented the administrative presence in OSS of Financiers 
Charles Cheston and Russell Forgan, International Lawyer Allen 
Dulles, ex-Governor Bill Vanderbilt of Rhode Island, Louis Ream 
of U.S. Steel, Atherton Richards of the Hawaiian Pineapple Co., 
Cotton Textileman John Hughes and David Bruce, an in-law of the 
Mellon clan, the fact that Donovan had his own personal machine 
made for tight loyalties and smooth operating efficiency. 

As the war progressed and as the Army and Navy started flying 
hundreds of reconnoitering flights over enemy territory from advanced 
bases, the OSS research and analysis branch continued to do the dray- 
horse work that was the main contribution of OSS; government pol- 
icy makers depended on its thousands of background studies. The 
OSS map division, making topographical maps for General Marshall 
a specialty, turned out 8,000 map titles from 1942. to the war's end in 
1945- Churchill preferred OSS maps to all others; at the Quebec Con- 
ference he called Roosevelt to his room, pointed to his wall and said, 
“See, I've got them, too.”” But since the executive order creating OSS 
had made provision for a secret intelligence service working behind 
enemy lines and for special strategic service operations in sabotage, 
morale subversion, guerrilla organization and aid to partisan resist- 
ance, there was plenty of room for OSS to grow in new directions as

the character of the war changed. Even the research and analysis 
functions became more venturesome: an economic objectives unit in 
London helped the air forces work out the “optimum maturity” 
schedule for strategic bombing of ball-bearing, fighter-plane and oil- 
production targets, and in the field OSS agents pieced together enough 
information from captured enemy units to arrive at a remarkably ac» 
curate estimate of German armament production. 

Once in a war theater, an OSS operator was sometimes hard put to 
it to determine whethet he was doing research and analysis work, 
secret intelligence or any one of a number of strategic service opera~ 
tions, Take the OSS career of Peter Karlow, for instance. Karlow be- 
gan his OSS life as a field staff man in New York City, later, in the 
Mediterranean, he examined German armor, a dangerous job when 
the Nazis were using burned-out tanks for booby traps. In Corsica, 
Karlow found himself helping OSS guerrillas to improvise a maritime 
spying operation. Through Leghorn on the Italian coast the Ger- 
mans wete shipping supplies to their armies below Rome. Twenty- 
one miles southwest of Leghorn the 837-foot island peak of Gorgona 
rises out of the Mediterranean, and from a high-powered telescope 
set up on the peak OSS watchers could peer into Leghorn harbor. 
Another telescope was put ashore on the island of Capraia, farther 
to the south. From Gorgona and Capraia and Elba, advanced spy 
units tipped the Allied air forces off to German ship movements and 
directed the bombing of oil installations on the Italian mainland. 
Karlow was badly wounded when his Italian PT boat struck a mine; 
he returned to the U.S. to do less arduous OSS work. 


Radiomen in France 


From the“ great empty lot"” of French North Africa, OSS discov- 
cred it was comparatively easy to infiltrate secret intelligence agents 
into France. And so it was in France that secret intelligence really 
began to pick up where common research lagged. When the French 
gave the order to scuttle their fleet at Toulon, one of the escaping 
submarines, the Casabianca, joined the Allies. Although he was suf- 
fering from a leg malady that grew progressively worse as the war 
went on, Commander L’Herminier of the Casabianca ran OSS radio- 
men into southern France to help organize the 28 active radio chains 
that were working for us below the Loire prior to D-day. One secret 
intelligence agent, a French Jew who posed as a fur merchant, mapped 
three fourths of the Freach Mediterranean coast for Patch’s invasion 
army. His astounding reports insisted that many of the German 

al defenses" were protected by wooden guns which air recon- 

nee could not distinguish from the real thing. Another OSS 
agent, posing as a recruiting official for the Vichy militia, learned 
the range, trajectory and location of 20 batteries on each side of Mar- 
seilles; he also learned che whereabouts of German observation posts 
and electric controls. Such information, reaching North Africa by 
radio, by carrier pigeon, by pick-up plane and by couriers slippit 
across the Pyrenees and through Spain, helped make the invasion of 
southern France a comparatively painless operation. 

To provide a central nervous system for secret intelligence, OSS built 
up an elaborate radio network that kept secret information flowing 
from the field to theater headquarters and Washington: operatives re- 
ceived their instructions and sent back data over 1,126 radio circuits 
established in enemy-occupied areas. At peak operations during the 
Battle of France, some go OSS agents, aided by 500 French accom- 
plices, were busy radioing out information on troop movements, the 
location of munitions dumps, the condition of factory production

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and transportation, the movement of German secret-service personnel. 

The job of penetrating Central Europe with secret intelligence 
agents was far more difficult than working with the French resise- 
ance forces, but OSS found that it could be done. In Switzerland, 
where John Foster Dulles’ brother Alen sat with ready ears, there 
was a vast coming and going of agents from Germany and Central 
Europe. Allen Dulles caught echoes in Bern of the Nazi V-weapon 
developmental program that was being carried out at Peenemiinde on 
the Baltic coast. With his information added to items that had been 
gleaned from refugecs and British acrial photography, the Allied 
air command was enabled to blow Peenemiinde off the map. The 
bombing of Peenemiinde set the German V-weapon program back 
from six to nine months and probably saved England as an invasion 
base for D-day. Later on Dulles used his Switzerland pose as a focal 
poine from which to wangle the surrender of the Nazi armies in 
North Italy. 

Since a spy needs a“ friendly house"’—i.e., a place to sleep, eat and 
set up a radio—the job of keeping an agent going inside Germany re~ 
quired considerable craft when the Gestapo was riding high. Buc 
when German internal security began to break down amid the chaos 
of the bombing and the influx of the six to eight million Poles, Rus- 
sians, Czechs, French and Belgians who were conscripted for labor, 
the job of keeping cover and manufacturing a convincing background 
was made relatively easy. OSS had some 250 agents in Germany and 
Austria from September 1944 until the end of the war, and one man 
even managed to penetrate the Gestapo. This “double agent” fed 
misinformation to the German General Staff that brought about the 
deployment of 30,000 German paratroopers in the Low Countries at a 
time when it was important to keep Nazi divisions from reaching 
the Normandy invasion coast. Other OSS men kept themselves alive 
in Germany by pretending to be traitors; the cream of the double 
agent jest came when three OSS agents were actually awarded the 
Iron Cross. 


Rescuing downed airmen 


The kindlier manifestations of secret operations resulted in the 
rescue of more than 5,000 downed Allied airmen from behind enemy 
lines. Some 3,000 of these were spirited out of the Balkans by var- 
iovs underground channels. OSS’s Major Lynn Farish, the origina- 
tor of the Balkan escape network, parachuted into the Balkans 
three times and journeyed thousands of miles on foot in search of 
downed fliers before meeting his death in a plane crash. 

The job of recruiting and training an OSS secret agent was some- 
thing to daunt a republic that had never in its history gone in for 
large-scale organized secret intelligence and sabotage operations. 
In the early days of OSS, recruitment was done on a personal basis; 
the fact that it was well done is proof cither of our luck, the bracing 
circumstances of American life or the quality of Wild Bill Donovan's 
connections. OSS's “eager beaver," Licut. Colonel “Jerry” Sage, 
who became famous as “Jerry Dagger” and “the Big X" because of 
his harum-scarum escapes from German prison camps, was picked 
to join OSS as a behind-the-lines demolition artist on the suggestion 
of an FBI acquaintance. Jerry, a Procter and Gamble soap salesman, 
had been a football star and Phi Beta Kappa man at Washington 
State College; as a boy he had shot ground squirrels and as an 
carly inductee from the ROTC he had learned something about dem- 
olition and silent killing, or judo. Jerry went into OSS with no 
psychiatric screening, and he proved an accession in every way. 

The professional recruitment touch, however, was soon applied 
by psychiatrists working under James McConaugh, former presi- 
dent of Connecticut's Wesleyan University. Whether the prospective 
OSS overseas candidate was a Norwegian sailor, a Greck refugee, 
the daughter of a missionary to China, an Italian schoolteacher or 
simply a halfback from an American college campus, he (or she) was 
put through an elaborate screening operation to test emotional 
stability and qualitics of leadership under stress. On a property. in 
Fairfax County, Va., Major Henry Murray, a Harvard psychologist, 
and his screening board put groups of 20 through a three-day grilling 
that often had the candidates goggle-cyed with incomprehension 
One of the group assignments was to move a cannon across a brook, 
a job designed to winnow natural bosses from natural followers. On 
one of the evenings at Fairfax a group would be allowed plenty of 
alcohol, the aim being to test the men on their power of discretion 
when drunk. After the screening, operatives were trained intensively 
in such edifying things as gutter fighting, radio operation and repair, 
coding and decoding, foreign languages, mapping, jugular slashing, 
the use of explosive  pencils"” and other easily concealed demolition 
devices, and the keeping of cover under the most impossible circu 
stances. The art of keeping cover was perhaps the most difficul: 
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You must offen have wondered “What really 
happened?” when you've seen the news 
that boys you knew—boys just like Woody 
Warren—were “Missing in Action”.

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thing OSS had to teach; men might have gone to their deaths if they 
had been caught in Germany or France with English tobacco grains 
in their pockets, or shoes that weren't cobbled according to local 
standards, or laundry marks that were demonstrably Anglican or 
American, or hair oil with an Oshkosh smell. 

The present plans for conserving the assets of OSS are somewhat 
nebulous. One plan is to bestow the research and analysis functions 
and membership upon the State Department and to hand over to the 
Army the clandestine operations files and personnel, Another plan is 
to set up secret intelligence under the State Department. But this is 
going back to the very fragmentation and compartmentalization of 
intelligence that so bedeviled us in 1941. 

An intelligence service should derive from the nature of the coun- 
try it is intended to serve. The Germans could entrust their intel- 
ligence to their army's general staff and its ABWEHR, for Germany 
was a military nation in the heart of a militarized continent. The 
British can put their intelligence under their Forcign Office, for the 
immemorial British instinct for keeping tabs on the balance of power 
renders British Foreign Office employes peculiarly immune to the 
blandishments of ideology. But the U.S. Army, unlike an army in 
continental Europe, is not the nation’s first line of defense, and the 
U.S. State Department, which is enmeshed in protocol and officially 
devoted to the promulgation of justice and good works, lacks the 
operating coolness and objectivity needed in the gathering of strace- 
gic intelligence. 


Our future intelligence 


If we had a unified Department of Defense, then there would be a 
good case for putting any successor organization to OSS under che 
jurisdiction of a Secretary for Defense. As a service department work- 
ing for a unified command, the reports and evaluations of such an in- 
telligence-gathering and intelligence-pooling agency would be im- 
partially available to Navy, Army, Air Forces and President. But as 
Jong as our military arms are compartmentalized, intelligence under 
any one of them will remain compartmentalized, too. It is the nature 
of the compartmentalized beast to be jealous of its own files and co 
fall into the habit of thinking facts are something to be kept out of 
circulating use. 

General Donovan, who bowed out of the picture when OSS was 
deprived of its autonomous existence on Oct. 1, would like to see a 
permanent fact-gathering and fact-pooling organization set up under 
the control of the U.S. President, who is the sole administrative 
officer capable of coordinating the work of Army, Navy, Air Forces 
and State Department. And, since you cannot run a spy service with 
its financial books open to inspection, he would trust the President 
to see to it that an intelligence agency's funds were well spent. If Con- 
gress, however, objects to putting intelligence under the President, a 
permanent OSS could be made responsible to an Army-Navy-State 
interdepartmental committee. 

Certainly the republic needs its sentinels. Pearl Harbor resulted 
from bungled intelligence pooling. The blunder wasn’t fatal, but if our 
next Pearl Harbor comes in the guise of atomic explosions set off by 
time fuses in the New York, Pittsburgh, Detroit and Chicago con- 
sulates of a conspiratorial foreign power, there will be no recovery 
from it. The next time our intelligence service must do its big job bi- 
fore the war. We need our new OSS, our new General Donovan, now.
